Debate Conducted in Mock 
Serious Atmosphere 

GIRLS UNCONVINCED 



Engineers Welcome Invasion 
of R.V.C/ites 



¥ IISTORY was made last night 
*■ *when Engineers played hosts to 
B. V. C, and won the battle which 
decided that "woman's place is in the 
home" and not on a college campus. 
This is the first invasion of the 
Engineering Building by the female 
population of McGill, some 200 peo- 
ple witnessing the event. . 

Miss Catherine Jones and Miss 
Jean Scrimger were defeated but 
not convinced, judging by the civil 
but frigid handshakes which fol- 
lowed the judges' decision. The 
whole debate was accompanied by 
much laughter and uproar in the 
traditional Engineering manner, be- 
ginning with their Faculty yell 
which roused the audience to the 
problem of the moment. 

Bill McNaughton opened the de- 
bate with the words: "Mr. Speaker, 
ladies and gentlemen . . . and any 
Artsmen who may be present," pro- 
ducing a storm of mixed booing and 
applause. His proposal was to 
"close all university courses and 
business professions to women, and 
in return give them the freedom 
of the home," saying that since 
"civilization began in the home, it 
would be smashing up civilization 
to break it up." He quoted figures 
to show the incrdase in divorce rate 
in recent years, which, he said, was 
due to a corresponding increase of 
women in business fields. In reply 
to this Miss Catherine Jones point- 
ed out that "it takes two to make a 
divorce." Miss Jones held that "di- 
vorce was due as much to men as 
to women," and she insisted that 
men had made a failure of world 
leadership. 

"We do not want to supplant 
men," she said, "nor take their jobs 
from under their noses, but we want 
to do our part in the world. To 
send women to the home from the 
positions they now occupy would 
certainly be a grim step: there 
would be no secretaries to liven 
business; no chorus girls; no movie 
actresses; no nurses in hospitals." 
She gave a touching picture of the 
sick bed without "the soft hand 
of the nurse" for a man's brow. 
"Without women life in the busi- 
ness world would be extremely 
dull," Miss Jones concluded, "and 
without women the economic sys- 
tem would be no better but much 
worse." 

Dave Tennant began his speech 
with a curious slip of the tongue: 
"I am not going to ashempt to show 
. . ." whereat the refreshment jug 
was moved away from him. He re- 
gained his poise and continued 
"Man is supreme in financial and 
business fields. Proof of this is that 
women still vote for men politici- 
ans, prefer male doctors and male 
lawyers." He pointed out that the 
greatest artists, poets, and musici- 
ans are men, while George Eliot, a 
female author, won success under 
a man's name. Jean Scrimger la- 
ter added that Jane Austen achieve 
ed as great a success without the 
necessity of changing her name. 

Dave Tennant had said that all 
modern electrical appliances in "the 
woman's sanctum, the kitchen" are 
inventions of men. To this Miss 
Scrimger replied that "if men can 
do the job better, why keep wo- 
men at home?" She said that wo- 
men do not claim to be equal to 
men, but they want to help men as 
best they can. In rounding out the 
arguments McNaughton said that 
"the best way for women to help 
men is to stay at home." In her 
speech Miss Scrimger showed that 
progress started in the home, for 
the home was the first factory, and 
therefore woman is "only following 
progress" by seeking her place in 
the business world. She stressed 
the "softening influence of women 
in the office which keeps men from 
swearing and brutality which might 
otherwise ensue." 

While the judges were outside 
making their decision the floor was

The dance is being sponsored by 
the Chinese Student Relief Fund of 
Canada. The committee here at Mc- 
Gill comprises representatives from 
fifteen organizations on the campus. 

A member of the Committee em- 
phasized yesterday the fact that 
many students intend going "Dutch 
Treat" and it is hoped that others 
will consent to do so considering 
the purpose of the dance, and its 
charitable nature." 

Music for the dancers will be 
provided by Irving Lang and his 
"Swingsters." Checking is includ- 
ed in the $1.00 per couple tickets. 
Several organizations expressed 
their intention of sending delegates 
to the dance, representing their 
respective clubs. 

H. Y. Chang, student at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and also former 
editor of the "Chinese Christian 
Farmer," recently revealed many 
facts on the condition of Nankai 
University and said that it "has 
been utterly destroyed by bombs 
and fire." He also described the 
universities in Shanghai, which are 
in ruin. "Funds are greatly need- 
ed," Mr. Chang stated, "to aid stu- 
dents to migrate to the interior. 
This money will be used for all 
students regardless of religious con- 
victions." 

The committee expressed the 
hope that a large crowd would at- 
tend and assured all an enjoyable 
evening.

PANEL discussion on the "Cen- 
sorship of Films and Literature 
in Quebec" will take place tomor- 
row night at 8.30 in the Union Ball- 
room. The program is sponsored by 
the Debating Union and will have 
Alfred Pick, president, as its chair 
man. 

The discussion, as its name im 
plies, will present several speak' 
ers. Chief among these is Thomas 
Archer, music and dramatic critic 
of the "Montreal Gazette" since 
1930. In 1919 Mr. Archer left Eng. 
land for Canada and was a profes- 
sional musician for several years 
before joining the staff of the local 
newspaper. 

Two students will complete the 
program— Glyn Owen, president of 
the Literary Society, and chairman 
of the committee to interview the 
Board of Censors concerning the 
banning of the film "The Life of 
Emile Zola," and Géraldine Briet- 
zke, president 'of the Société Fran- 
çaise.

This has been 
prompted by several recent events 
in this province, including the ban- 
ning of the film "Emile Zola," the 
padlocking of the weekly paper, 
"La Clarté," and the seizure of the 
"Coronet," "Pic," and "Look" by 
the police of Quebec City as ob- 
scene literature last week. 

This discussion of the control of 
literature, is also being planned, in 
light of the Book Fair Week, in 
Montreal.

WORLD NEWS FROM A TELEGRAPH KEY 



JAPAN 

•■pHE Japanese army tonight re- 
* ported another of the Chinese 
defence systems shielding Nanking 
was crumbling. • y 

Chinese troops, heavily attacked 
by Japanese airplanes, were said to 
be in flight from Wusih, keypoint 
of the north-south line between the 
Yangtze River and Lake Tai, ap- 
proximately half way between 
Shanghai and the capital of China. 

Although Wusih is 95 airline miles 
southeast of Nanking, Japanese of- 
ficers expressed belief their forces 
could reach the capital's gates this 
week in spite of heavy rains and 
quagmire roads. 

So rapid was the Japanese ad- 
vance over the muddy flats north 
of Lake Tai that airplanes were 
used to carry rations and munitions 
to infantry columns that outran 
their transport. 

Japanese officers said their air- 
force made a spectacular flight over 
Nanking to drop "a personal mes- 
sage" for General Chiang Kai-shek, 
head of the Chinese Government 
and army, in which Japan's army 
and navy jointly urged him to end 
hostilities and surrender himself. 

The flight was the first the Jap- 
anese have made over Nanking 
since the Chinese Government an- 
nounced last week its withdrawal 
to interior cities. 

One of Japan's aces, Lieut. Mochi- 
fumi Nango, was entrusted with 
dropping the message. Whether it 
contained definite peace proposals 
was not disclosed. Neutral officers 
believed it to be a Japanese man- 
oeuvre seeking bloodless capitula- 
tion of Nanking and Chiang 3 per- 
sonal surrender. 



GERMAN 



£HANCELLOR Hitler has trans- 
mitted, through Viscount Hali- 
fax, a verbal questionnaire designed 
to sound out the British Govern- 
ment on the Reich's desire for a 
free hand in Austria, her colonial 
demands, and repudiation of Ger- 
many's "war guilt," well-informed 
British political figures said last 
night 

The Lord President of the Coun- 
cil, returning today from a five-day 
visit to Germany during which he 
conferred with Hitler and other 
Reich statesmen, reported immedi- 
ately to Foreign Secretary Eden 
and Prime Minister Chamberlain. 

Lord Halifax maintained his reti- 
cence, but his return partly broke 
the veil of silence surrounding his 
discussions in Germany. 

According to reliable informants, 
Germany's desire for freedom to 
work for Anschluss with Austria 
will form the key problem in 
Anglo-German conversations which 
may follow Lord Halifax's unofficial 
talks. 

(Anschluss, as generally under- 
stood, comprises economic, political 
and social co-operation, practically 
to the point of unity, but with each 
country retaining nominal sove- 
reignty. It is a step forward from 
the old German "Zollverein," which 
was an economic union providing 
free trade within the Zollverein's 
borders.) 

Linked with this point is Ger- 
many's claim to the right to deter- 
mine the sovereignty of German 
minorities in other European coun- 
tries, particularly Czechoslovakia,

^CTION to close ' by two a.m. 

every place in Montreal where 
liquor is served was taken by the 
Quebec Liquor Commission yester- 
day with the forwarding of a form 
letter to all licence-holders to the 
effect that tolerance of breaches of 
the midnight closing law will only 
continue if the two o'clock closure 
is rigidly adhered to. According 
to the statutes no beer or wine may 
be sold or served after midnight, 
but the authorities have long closed 
their eyes where night clubs and 
similar establishments have been 
cleared at what the authorities con- 
sider a reasonable hour. However, 
conditions have lately become such 
that a sharp rein was necessary, 
according to Edouard Archambault, 
attorney for the Commission, who 
signed the letter. 

The regulation relates only to 
beer and wine because, legally, hard 
liquor can only be sold in clubs to 
their members. However, this has 
long been a dead letter, and it is 
understood that the same ruling 
applies to spirits other than those 
legally obtainable. 

Night club owners here were 
overjoyed last night when they 
learned that the midnight curfew 
would not be rigidly enforced. The 
majority read the letter as mean- 
ing that this would be the case, and 
more than one owner expressed the 
belief he would have to go out of 
business. The Commission only 
sought to have every person out 
of the clubs by two a.m., and not 
four or five o'clock as is the- case 
in some establishments now.

jr^EV. George Kilpatrick, of Ham- 
ilton, has been named Principal 
of the United Theological College 
here, replacing Dr. James Smyth, 
who has retired. The decision was 
announced after a meeting of the 
Governors of the College last night, 
Mr. Kilpatrick is a well-known 
churchman, a noted theologian and 
a man with a distinguished war re 
cord. He served overseas with the 
Canadian forces as a chaplain and 
was awarded a D.S.O. for his ser 
vices. 

Dr. Smyth, who retired earlier 
this year to take a pastorate in Bel- 
fast, Northern Ireland, served the 
college for 25 years . as principal. 
Last year the students gave him a 
complimentary dinner in honor of 
his silver jubilee as principal. 

Principal Smyth came to the col- 
lege in 1911, succeeding the late 
Rev. W. I. Shaw, D.D. He had been 
in the Methodist ministry in Ire- 
land, which he entered in 1900, and 
was examiner for the Irish Meth- 
odist Conference in Hebrew and 
Greek and lecturer in psychology 
in the college. Born in Belfast, he 
received his theological training in 
the Methodist College there.

LIMERICK CONTEST 



»T"HERE will be no hustings on 
* the steps of the Arts Building 
at 1 p.m. today. 

There will be no delegation of 
students tomorrow to visit the of- 
fices of the Quebec Board of 
Censors and present a resolution 
concerning the ban of the film 
production, The Life of Emile Zola. 

Mr. Beaulac, head of the Board, 
has decided that he will not receive 
a large delegation. The Committee 
of Five selected by the meeting of 
the Social Problems Club last Wed- 
nesday, will alone be allowed to 
interview Mr. Beaulac, when they 
present their resolution on Thurs- 
day. 

The Committee announced that it 
intended to show its good faith and 
conduct the affair in an orderly 
manner, but a hustings will pro- 
bably be held on Thursday to dis- 
cover whether the students wish to 
include in the resolution a protest 
against the Censors' refusal. The 
Committee will publish the results 
of their interview as soon as pos- 
sible in the Daily. 

The Committee further declared 
that the purpose of this organized 
mass meeting was simply to show 
that they represented a large num- 
ber of McGill students, and were no 
isolated group. Other protests, it 
is understood, have been handed in 
to the Censors by various active 
societies in the province. The in- 
tention of McGill's action was sim- 
ply to add their protest to those of 
the other groups. 

In brief, the resolution passed by 
a large majority of the Social Prob- 
lems Club, respectfully requested 
that the Board of Censors should 
either reconsider their temporary 
ban of The Life of Emile Zola, or 
should make public their reasons 
for the ban, since the majority of 
Boards of Censorship and of re- 
viewers in the United States, Great 
Britain, and Canada, agree that the 
picture is inoffensive to any religi- 
ous or political group in the prov- 
ince, and contains nothing cont- 
rary to the accepted standards of 
morality in any civilized countries. 
It is agreed by the aforesaid critics 
to be of high artistic and educa- 
tional qualities, and since film pro- 
ductions of this quality are rare, 
the club considers it important that 
it be shown in this province. 



Topic Chosen Is Civil 
Liberties in Province 



a .meeting held yesterday 
in the Union Grill Room the 
Social Problems Club decided to 
sponsor a Limerick contest.

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The Censorship of 
the Arts 



J^ECENT events in this province havè 
attracted attention to the old problem 
of the censorship or control of literature 
and motion pictures. The Left-wing 
weekly paper, "La Clarté", has had its 
' offices and printing press padlocked, be- 
cause it was considered as subversive of 
public order. The widely-heralded epic, 
"The Life of Emile Zola", has been banned 
by the Board of Censors of the province, 
with no reasons given. Last Friday the 
police of Quebec City confiscated all copies 
of "Coronet", among other magazines 
found on the news-stands, as being obscene 
and of such a character as to undermine 
the morals of the younger generation. 

The question of the demands, and 
restrictions of publishers and editors is 
another aspect of the control over the ex- 
pression of thought that is sometimes over- 
looked. Arthur Stringer is one of the 
many Canadian authors who have found 
their public in the United States rather 
than only at home. He stated in a recent 
interview, on the occasion of his visit here 
as a speaker at the Book Fair, that the 
complaint of Canadian writers that pub- 
. lishers in this country are too exaoting for 
the works that they accept is unjustified, 
since editors the world over have some 
1 standards on which to base their selections 
and rejections. 

In certain countries today even literary 
and art criticism are frowned upon. One 
of the ultimate degrees to which Hitler's 
drive for uniformity and the totalitarian 
state went was the prohibition of all art 
oriticism about a year ago. During the 
past summer there were two art exhibitions 
- v ' in Munich, one displaying state-approved 
Nordic paintings and the other a collection 
of "degenerate art" to be considered as a 
$ horrid example. Curiously enough the 
attendance at the former was disappoint- 
ing, while the latter attracted unexpected 
crowds. The powers that be, in this case, 
as in so many others, were widely out of 
touch with the popular will. * 
' Because of the wide interest in the 
current happenings in this province and 
thè enthusiasm over the novel Book Fair 
of the Association of Canadian Bookmen 
L which is taking place this, week, the De- 
™ bating Union has decided to sponsor a 
panel discussion or symposium on the 
censorship of the arts. The leading 
speaker will be Thomas Archer, the theatre 
critic of "The Gazette", who has a wide 
following for his reviews on motion pictures 
and stage productions. The considered 
opinion of such a man, who has been 
familiar with the problems of censorship 
for some time, rather than suddenly 
indignant over a single event, commands 
the attention of the student body.

Supply and Demand 
in the Professions 

TIMELY word of encouragement for 
students in the professional faculties 
is observed in a pamphlet on "Supply And 
Demand in the Professions of Canada", 
recently issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. In an analysis of trends in 
population the report shows that the num- 
ber of professional men hag gpjj kept pace 





with the increase in the size of the 
population for the past thirty years. 

This will come as somewhat: of a shock 
to the perennial pessimist who continually 
warns students of the overcrowding to bo 
found in professional fields of endeavour. 
While the report shows that the tendency 
to overcrowd certain professions is a serious 
problem in certain countries it is not one 
that should trouble Canada in the near 
future. 

Medicine is one of the professions at 
which the cry of qvercrowding is most 
often levelled by the indiscriminate critic, 
yet the statistical analysis shows that the 
population per doctor has increased con- 
tinuously since the beginning of the 
century. The report further emphasizes 
the well-known fact that rural districts are 
notoriously under-supplied with 'profes- 
sional services. 

The situation in the realm of 
engineering is of particular interest to the 
Canadian student. Canadian universities 
have been able to supply only half the 
demand for engineers for the past twenty 
years. At the current rate of expansion, 
the mining industry should require more 
engineers each year. These jobs will go 
to Canadian graduates if there are enough 
of them. 

* <• * 

Individuality 

INDIVIDUALITY is, if we are to believe 
current indications, a vanishing char- 
acteristic of man. Whether or not it 
deserves preservation on rational grounds 
might give, and for all we know has given, 
material for many a fat volume, but 
viewed from a purely sentimental angle its 
disappearance must be viewed with regret 
by the individual. There are so few people 
whom one wishes to resemble. 

It is surprising to note the approval of 
individuality voiced by those who seem 
most bent on its destruction. While 
Fâscism in Italy and Germany is intent on 
seeing that no independent hand remains 
unraised, and Communism in Russia busies 
itself with the elimination of the unduly 
prominent, both sides protest fiercely that 
they possess the truèst, the finest flower of 
individuality. Perhaps so, but it would all 
seem to be concentrated in one person per 
country. 

The really alarming thing about the 
loss of this attribute is that it simply makes 
one a member of a mob; and everyone 
knows. that the mentality of a mob is 
reduced to that of its lowest component. 
And there are some amazingly stupid 
people. 

But it must not be forgotten that, 
while individuality may be curbed from 
without, its source is within. J. B. Priestley 
deoided, after a year's meditation on the 
subject, that the United States has more 
uniformity in its people than most other 
nations, because there any variation from 
the accepted , mould arouses suspicion. 
Here Mr. Priestley would probably reach 
much the same conclusion. 

Thus, anyone interested in preserving 
a little individuality as a museum-piece 
for the generations to come will have to 
be very crafty indeed, warding off would 
be subjugators with one hand while holding 
the narrow minded at bay with the other.

/%NE of last season's best plays has been made 
Into one of this season's most powerful 
movies. Dead End is a moving drama that 
shows how gangsters are formed among the 
underprivileged people of the tenement houses. 

The main strand of action shows the 
struggle of Drina to preserve her young brother, 
Tom, from the horrible contamination of his 
environment. We see Tom, a nice enough lad, 
heading a "gang" of street urchins. We see 
him threatened with reform school after he 
gives himself up to the police, who want him 
for a frenzied and ineffectual stabbing. At the 
same time we get glimpses of Baby-face 
Martin, a former child of the slums, now 
wanted, dead or alive. 

The acting in Dead End Is good. That of 
Humphrey Bogart is, as always, superlative. 
But it is in the use made of the unkempt 
children of the slums that the film excels Itself. 

I have not seen so effective a picture as 
Dead End since the Russian film about the 
"wild boys" was shown in Montreal Though 
both productions wore exceptionally powerful, 
the effectiveness of the Hollywood movie seems 
to me to be more admirable. For it was not 
issued by the government as propaganda. - It 
would hardly be fair to label it as a "proletariat 
play". It is a social drama that presents a 
problem in a fair way, without trying to 
persuade us of a point. But it does raise 
questions of responsibility which cannot be 
thrust aside with a shrug and forgotten. 
^ It 1« not only, la the dramatic structure Jhat 



is good in Dead End. The photography is very 
intelligent, contrasting foreground and back 
ground in a way that brings out rich meaning 
In every shot. 

The sets of Bel Geddes are those used in 
the original play.

A CRISP, and humourous, though somewhat 
" routine story, It's All Yours presents Miss 
Carroll in all her beauty, attracting dashing 
young Francis Lederer who does credit to his 
part opposite her. He is the spendthrift, play- 
boy son of a wealthy father. When the latter 
dies, he is left with one dollar while the bulk 
of the estate goes to Miss Carroll. The story 
is in the main taken up with the actions of the 
newly-created heiress, and the effects of these 
on the exasperated son. Mischa Auer in the 
role of the "villain", is the source of much of 
the humour that permeates the story. The cast 
is completed with the mention of the names of 
Grace Bradley, Victor Kilian and J. C. Nugent. 

The second story is what has been called 
"quaint" (for Hollywood). George Bancroft is 
a racketeer who sees "the light", and suffers 
for it, but comes through on top, in true Sunday 
School style. The supporting cast is headed 
by Evelyn Venable. 



THEATRE 



BIRTHRIGHT. 

I AST Saturday night the Little Theatre of the 
"Y" (Y.M.HA.) presented a play which 
might have been a great play had it not been 
a poorly written one. The play was Richard 
Maibaum's Birthright .... an antltNazi drama. 
This last phrase, which appears on the pro- 
gram, suggests why the play was not all it 
might have been. It seems obvious to this 
observer that Maibaum was so intent upon 
writing a denunciation of the Nazis that he 
forgot to write a play. In Maibaum's hatred of 
the Nazis one can find nothing objectionable. 
The sentiment is one which most Intelligent 
people sanction. It is rather in the form in 
which this hatred was expressed that proves 
disappointing and to a considerable extent 
defeats the purpose of the play. 

The play shows us the Eisner family. . . . 
rich, cultured Jews who have long occupied 
prominent positions /in the literary, scientific 
and commerclàl life of Germany. When the 
play opens Hitler had not yet come into power 
and the Eisners scoff at the prospect of such 
a barbarian ever doing so. What happened to 
the Eisners is now a familiar story. Hitler 
seizes power and the Eisners are deprived of 
their former eminence. A doctor loses his 
practice; a professor, his post at the University; 
a daughter loses her Aryan lover who becomes 
a Nazi; a young Communist son is killed by 
the Nazis. Every member . of the family 
experiences tragedy in his life. 

Here is the requisite material for a ^eat 
and timely social drama. But the playwright 
missed out by contenting himself with a 
presentation of situations in a manner that was 
hardly coherent, logical or unified and that 
had a good deal of rank melodrama and 
theatrical hokum in it The play should have 
given us more than a mere factual recording of 
events already acutely familiar to us from a 
reading of the newspapers and magazines. 
There was no real clarification of the issues at 
stake, no true picture of the forces that pre- 
cipitated the events as we know them. Not 
only is there confusion but there seems to be 
some deliberate misconceptions on the part of 
the author. The play suggests that Hitler's 
regime had the sanction of the German people 
and that the Communist movement was merely 
youthful student hot air. This is historically 
inaccurate. 

Basically, the play is a version of Romeo 
and Juliet and not a political drama. It is 
structurally awkward. The characters are in- 
troduced in turn, there is a little by-play, a 
little love interest and at intervals the play- 
wright literally drags in the social Issue by 
the horns. The characterization was too stereo- 
typed to be lifelike, although this fault Vas in 
part due to some of the acting. 

This column has stressed the need for 
social drama. It still does, notwithstanding the 
•above. But for a play to have social significance 
is not enough in view of the progress which 
the social drama has made. No amount of 
significance can entirely mitigate inferior 
writing. 

Eric Stangroom's direction of a rather static 
and lifeless script was competent enough, but 
he might have shown more imagination in 
overcoming the defects of the play. 

The acting, too, might have revealed a 
better understanding of character than was 
evident. Some of it was excellent, notably 
William Alllster's portrayal of the stately arid 
dignified head of the family, Mac Stroub's 
young Communist was sincere and moving. 
There was a tendency on the part of some of 
the actors to Imitate instead of creating. It was 
a surprise to discover that Erich von Stroheim 
and Billle Burke were in the cast. Good 
performances were given by Ada Span, Nat 
Ikeman and Fran Malis. 

All in all, the "Y" Players are to be 
commended for their effort to present sub- 
stantial theatre. Let us hope that in their next 
production they will not mistake fervor for 
good dramaturgy. 



R.C.A. Exhibition and Others 



I AST Thursday, the Royal Can 
adian Academy opened its An 
nual exhibition at the Art Gallery, 
Sherbrooke Street. This Academy 
was founded in 1880, and has the 
names of many of Canada's most 
distinguished artists on its mem- 
bership roll. The exhibition which 
is not limited to members of the 
Academy is on the whole very 
good, the honours being shared be- 
tween landscapes and portraits, 
and many different ways of paint- 
ing demonstrated. It is interesting 
to note in passing that very imag- 
inative subjects are not in favour 
nowadays; I do not mean that pic,- 
tures lack imagination, far from it, 
but with the exception of one or 
two the subjects are all natural, 
not built up as was the custom a 
few centuries ago. 

At the top of the stairs is a por- 
trait by Mrs. L. Torrance Newton, 
A.R.C.A., which looks as if it must 
be a very good portrait of the sub- 
ject, namely Doctor Tory of Ot- 
tawa. Near it is a Norwell, and 
continuing round the hall we find 
several oil paintings of flowers and 
an interesting head of an 'Ontario 
farmer' by Julia Biriukova, which 
attracted the attention of several 
small boys there. In thé first big 
room are two portraits, the one 
'Doctor James Douglas' by Sir 
Wyly Grier, P.R.C.A., which ordi- 
narily hangs in Douglas Hall and 
the other 'President Cody of To- 
ronto' by Kenneth Forbes. Sir 
Wyly Grier's style is impressionist 
and full of energy and Kenneth 
Forbes' smooth and finished. Their 
methods of execution are more 
striking in themselves than the por- 
trait method of Sherrif Scott, as 
demonstrated in his life like por- 
trait of Mr. A.- Murphy. "Carlotta," 
a large picture by F. S. Coburn, 
R.C.A., seizes the attention because 
Coburn is associated in our minds 
with two horses and a sleigh com- 
ing over the hill from Saint v Sau- 
veur, so that a figure by him is 
something of a novelty, and this 
particular one is full of character 
and attractive in its mysterious 
greys and blacks. 

One of the prize paintings of 
the exhibition is a first night at 
the Art Gallery by Franklin 
Arbuckle, A.R.C.A., with the apt 
title, "Private View and Interview." 
All the types are humorously por- 
trayed with animated expressions 
and characteristic gestures, so that 
the whole effect is very funny. 

Two Arthur Lismer water colours 
are interesting. Lismer was one of 
the original Group of Seven; his 
style has changed lately, becoming 
more sketchy and restless. He has 
a seascape and a subtle study 
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"Native Dancers, South Africa" 
which suggests the French artist 
Dupy. Charles Jefferyi R.C.A,., so 
well-known for his iUustrations of 
Canadian history scenes has an 
animated composition "Cymbal 
Fantasia," which is one of the few 
imaginative works, and very 
delightful. Frederick Challener, 
R.G.A., recalls the days of Paul 
Kane our early Canadian artist who 
devoted his life to the study of 
the Indians and their customs. The 
scene Challener depicts is one of 
mounted braves. Harold Beamont, 
A.R.C.A., has a large study of 
Eskimos, entitled "Utakijut (The 
Waiting Ones)." It makes a very 
good mural. The two Charles De 
Belle contributions are, as usual, 
misty and indefinable and quite 
typical, as is the Eric Riordon snow 
scene. 

"L'Habitant de l'Ile D'Orléans" 
by Kathleen Daly is suggestive of 
Van Gogh, Kenneth Holmden's 
"Breakfast" looks like a medieval 
illustration with the same figures 
and Italian landscape, Benard 
Middleton's "Water Front, Nanaimo" 
gives proof of skilled drawing. 
Caron, Phillips, Pilot, Kathleen 
Morris, Charles Simpson are repre- 
sented by characteristic works. 
There are also several colourful 
scenes by J. W. Beatty. Before 
we pass on to the sculpture, we+ 
shall note "An Approach to Hull" 
by Wilfred Flood, "Habitant Chair" 
by Edythe Cox of McGill and a 
portrait by Marlon Long. 

The sculpture attracted the atten- 
tion of a flock of school girls at the 
Gallery. For the most part they 
are heads, among them R. B. Ben- 
nett "by Henry Hebert and Sir 
Edward Beatty, Chancellor of 
McGill, by Orson Wheeler. Prudence 
Dawes has two very nice works 
and Florence Wyle two life size 
figures. The gigantic head of a 
miner by Frances Loring, two wood 
carvings by LUias Farley and the 
"whistling boy" by Herbert Murphy 
are of interest. 

There are, also, etchings, designs 
and' drawings— those of Beament, 
Hutchison and Weston; PhiUips 
wood cuts are always lovely. 

Many of the architectural studies 
should be in a photographic exhibi- 
tion; they are instructive but not of 
very wide appeal.' 

This is the bare outline of the 
exhibition; it is a good thing to see 
what Is representative and repre- 
sented in Canadian art today, and 
to bo able to compare the works 
and watch the progress of various 
artists, but quite apart from that it

»jpHE following column was re- 
ceived yesterday afternoon re- 
garding the remarks in this column 
concerning the relative merits of 
American and Canadian football.— 
Sports Editor. 

❖ ❖ * 
HPHE very fact that Canadian 
columnists throughout the coun- 
try are advocating a change in 
Canadian football rules is in itself 
a sign that everyone is beginning 
to believe that football as it is 
played in the United States should 
be imported. The American game 
has everything that the Canadian 
game can boast and many other ad- 
vantages, such as running interfer- 
ence and various technical changes 
that tend to make the game more 

Interesting. 

There has been a great deal of 
criticism about running interfer- 
ence.' Personally we cannot see the 
reason for it. The main arguments 
that dyed-in-the-wool Canadian 
fans use are that it is responsible 
for high scores and many of the in- 
juries sustained on the football 
field. In answer to these objections 
may we point out that the scores of 
games involving two first-class 
teams are usually fairly low and 
close. For the last three years, 
Pittsburgh and Fordham, two of the 
best teams in the States, have play- 
ed scoreless ties and this year, 
Pittsburgh, with probably the best 
team in the country has not scored 
more than four touchdowns in any 
single game. Therefore, it is mere- 
ly a question of the calibre of the 
teams that play against each other. 
Naturally a first-rate team will pile 
up points against a second-class Bg- 
gregation, but this type of score 
only comes at the beginning of the 
season when the teams are warm' 
ing up for a hard schedule to fol 
low. 

The question of injuries is more 
or less negligible. Running inter- 
ference has nothing to do with the 
deaths that occur from time to 
time below the border, but rather 
ignorance on the part of the victim, 
and lack of proper equipment. Thus, 
the cause of injuries cannot be laid 
to^ running interference altogether 
since there are plenty of them in 
the Canadian game. 

May we now commention the pro- 
posed change in the rules that ap- 
peared in yesterday morning's Daily. 
1. The rouge should be abolished 
altogether. . The rouge gives an ad- 
vantage to the team that has a good 
kicker and thereby defeats its own 
ends. Football is a team game and 
should be played as such. This 
year's clash between McGill and 
Varsity proves this conclusively. 
While McGill had the better team 
in every department except kick- 
ing, they were beaten because of 
the efforts of Cay Gray, not the Tor- 
onto football team. If American 
rules .were used, we would have 
won the title hands down. The 
second point mentioned in yester- 
day's column was concerning run- 
ning interference and that has been 
commented upon at length. 

Items three and five are in effect 
in the States and* there is nothing to 
say about them except that they 
were recognized as improvements to 
the game many years ago and are 
very popular. The fourth item is a 
question that has come up before 
the American rules committee in 
the last four years and both the 
American and Canadian games are 
confronted with the same problem. 
Another point in which the Ameri- 
can game is decidedly superior to 
this game is the question of the 
ball going out of bounds. When a 
ball goes out of bounds in the 
States, the player who last had his 
hands on the ball is entitled to it, 
whereas it is just the opposite up 
here. It is only fair that the team 
that had the ball when it goes out 
of bounds is entitled to it, which is 
one thing that the Canadian rules 
committee can't understand. 

Then there is the important point 
of interest in the game from the 
spectators' point of view. Obvious- 
ly, when crowds of 50,000 to 100,000 
people attend a football game there

blueprinting of the millennium has 
never worked.

"We are too much awed by the 
logical. Logic does not rule the 
world. Humans are sensible, not 
strictly logical . . . Philosophy will 
not cure a toothache." 

DEFINES HAPPINESS. 

"We live in a world in which, 
strange as it may seen, every gov- 
ernment is trying to make its 
people happy. 

"What is happiness? A man is 
happy when circumstances allow 
him to play the role that makes 
him satisfied with himself.

(( A S long as you put your pen 

** to the paper to express your 
thoughts clearly, it doesn't matter 
how you start writing," remarked 
Miss Elizabeth Sprigge in an ex- 
clusive interview with the McGill 
Daily. Miss Sprigge, who has been 
addressing the Montreal Book Fair 
is a novelist, playwright, journalist, 
translator and writes radio sketches 
and children's stories in both Eng- 
lish and Swedish. 

The authoress, whose brother is 
editor of the Manchester Guardian, 
is particularly interested in fiction 
as such, especially as a medium for 
presenting facts. Quoting Plato's 
"Philostratus" she explained: "Imi- 
tation is putting down what we 
see, imagination is the assuming of 
what we don't know so as to make 
it even more real than the fact," 
and gave as an ultimate example 
an . impressionistic painter. She is 
using this method in the book on 
which she is at present working, 
concerning the thrilling life of Eliz- 
abeth of Austria. Her speech at the 
Book Fair on Saturday embodied 
this idea and explained the superior 
attraction of fiction by the examples 
of Jesus Christ's use of the parable 
and Easop's of the fable. 

Miss Sprigge, who as Christopher 
Morley said, is a "rare combination 
of comeliness and intelligence" told 
the McGill representative that she 
began writing stories in her school- 
days. She wanted to be an actress 
but married early, and finding her- 
self in Stockholm with much time 
on her hands began writing again. 
Although the hero of her latest 
book, "Son of the House" (the ac- 
tion of which takes place during the 
reign of Edward VIII) is a weak 
character and has on that score 
aroused some dislike, Miss Sprigge 
feels that she has contributed to the 
sum of human knowledge and is 
not ashamed to admit to hackwork, 
if it be such rather than a master- 
piece. 

At the Preview Dinner held at 
the Mount Royal Hotel Friday eve- 
ning, Miss Sprigge said that the 
occasion was a "most delightful 
opportunity for all those who love 
books to meet on a non-party basis" 
and was an excellent incentive to 
progress. Canada should be neither 
pro-American nor pro-British but 
should assume its own individual- 
ity. "Go Ahead, Canada!" Neverthe- 
less Canadians should allow them- 
selves to be broadened by travel, 
and, 'more especially, by books 
which can so enrichen life.
